The Value of the Timber Resources 
of the State was not Realized by 
the Early Settlers 


The Minneapolis J o u r n a l recently 
published a history of the lum ber i n ­ 
d u s try of Minnesota from its infancy, 
and it furnis hes 
Home 
Interesting 
reading as follows: 
W hen the first saw nill) in M inne­ 
sota begari to operate the stat** had 
a total population of less titan 3,000, 
Including the soldier* at Fort Snell­ 
ing. 
It was little th o u g h t at that 
time that logs some day would be­ 
come legal tender for a population of 
m any thousand people there. 
But ho 
It happened, and the way it f am e 
about makes a very pretty romance. 
The history of Minnesota was for 
m any years the history of Its .-aw- 
mills. 
In 
1821 the national g o vernm ent 
saw fit to establish a fort at the j u n c ­ 
tion of the Minnesota and Mississippi 
rivers. 
There was plenty of hard 
wood to he had close af hand, but
